Norwood, brown gelding owned by 
Donald Sutherland, of Brooklyn, 
and ridden by Miss Jean Leslie, of 
Hohokus, N. J., won the hunter 
championship of the Rock Spring 
Riding Club Horse Show Saturday 
and Sunday, October 6 and 7. At 
West Orange, N. J. Reserve to Nor- 
wood was Hollejo, chestnut mare 
owned by Mrs. A. C. Lycett, of 
Brooklyn, also ridden by Miss Les- 
lie, who handled both in all classes 
over the outside course, a wallow 2f 
mud from heavy, intermittent rain 
both days. 

The jumper title went to Galaxy, 
chestnut mare owned and ridden by 
Lt. Joseph Ciancola, of New Haven, 
Conn. Galaxy took all of the five 
classes entered and won through in 
jump-offs in each. The lieutenant 
is with the Remount Service, Quar- 
termaster Corps, Fort Robinson, 
Neb. Home on leave, he said he was 
showing the 6-year-old mare for the 
first time out of pasture in two 
years. Reserve to Galaxy was the 
veteran Liberty Belle, exhibited by 
Miss Blanche Krupnick, of Preak- 
ness. 

The show drew large entries of 
fine quality in the hunter and jump- 
er sections, but in the former, some 
of the less pold dropped out on Sun-- 
day, after jogging over the water- 
logged turf of the outside course, 
which called for honest cross country 
ability to make a good round. 

Both championships went on a 
point basis which for hunters tallied 
only in strip classes, with half credit 
in the model and hunter hack. 

Pressing the top hunters through- 
out was a newcomer to the Metropo- 
litan area, Surrealist, shown by Wil- 


eliam J. K. O’Brien, of Bayonne. He 


was brought from Virginia by 
Micky Walsh who handled him to a 
blue in an open working class in the 
bad footing of the second day, a 
second in an any weight competition 
and a second in the middle and 
heavy pracket. 

Micky had a leg up on at least 
half a dozen horses in the two days, 
his first appearance in this area 
since before the war. With him re- 
appearing, the show took on a fur- 
ther tinge of ‘old home week’’, as 
Mrs. Harry Frank was back in com- 
petition with her fine Our Way, 
which had been shelved four years. 
Our Way picked up its knitting 
about where it was left off, taking 
fourth in the model and then going 
on to win a combination class, rid- 
den by Freddy Wettach, also back 
from a long stay out of competition. 

Home talent got the nod in the 
model first hunter event, when Al- 
bert Torek’s Our Day headed the 
class, followed by his Royal John. 
Mr. Sutherland’s Norwood was third 
and Mrs. Frank’s Our Way, fourth, 
Norwood hit its winning stride’ in 
the lightweight event, placing first, 
with Mr. Torek’s new chestnut, 
Royal John, second, under a good 
ride by Barbara Wahl, of Green- 
wich, Conn. Third was Beau Cherry, 


owned by Miss Peggy Siebert and 
ridden by Sandy MacKenzie, of Sand 
Spring Stables, and the white was 
taken by Golden Picture, William 
Gibbons, Staten Island. 

Mrs. Lycett’s Hollejo won the 
amateur working hunter, in which 
the Gibbons’ entry, ridden by Miss 
Jean Corcoran, was second; third, 
Miss Phyllis Algarotti’s Up-Lift; 
and fourth, Miss Algarotti’s Golden 
Pride. 

By the time the middle and light- 
weights went, the course shaped up 
badly and it was here that Mrs. 
Frank’s bold gelding showed his 
mettle to win, followed py Mr. 
O’Brien’s Surrealist; third, John H. 
Hays’ Spring Valley hunter, Johnny 
Miller; and fourth, Mr. Hays’ Pav- 
tov’s Patch. 

Hollejo again struck winning 
pace in the hunter hack, with sec- 
ond going to Mrs. Wilbur Peets’ 
Walske, a good little mare in this 
event, well-rated by 14-year old 
Frank Chapot, Jr., Mountainside, 
who later won the MacClay and the 
reserve horsemanship rosette. Sur- 
realist gained third and Miss Sie- 
bert’s Beau Cherry, fourth. 

Miss Leslie finished one and two 
in the ladies’ class, first with Holle- 
jo and second, Norwood. Third was 
G. M. Jones’ Smart Sir, ridden by 
Miss Jean Damitz, of Millburn: and 
fourth, Miss  Algarotti’s Golden 
Pride. Surrealist proved his worth 
in the open working competition, 
with second to Mr. Gibbons’ Golden 
Picture; third, Miss Siebert’s chest- 
nut; and fourth, Miss Stony Brook, 
Stony Brook Stables, S. C., another 
of Micky Walsh’s manifold assign- 
ments. 

Mr. Sutherland’s Argument, also 
ridden by Miss Leslie, took his only 
ribbon of the show in the any 
weight class, with Surrealist, sec- 
ond, and Norwood dropping to third, 
and Miss Siebert’s Cherry taking 
fourth. 

After the first rounds in the limit, 
opening jumper class of the show, 
Lieutenant Ciancola’s mare was tied 
with Trouble, a black gelding own- 
ed by Mrs. Robert Tickle, Staten 
Island, and ridden by Leo McLaugh- 
lin. It was the first of Galaxy’s many 
extra efforts and came through with 
only a front rub, while the opposi- 


tion registered a knock down. Third 
was Fast Time, Anthony Giordani, 
Jersey City; and fourth, the same 
owner’s Yankee Boy, also after a 
jump off in which Miss Stony Brook 
and R. D. Messner’s My Folly had a 
try. 

Galaxy headed the touch and out, 
which went to 4’-6” and called for 
two extras before Fast Time was set 
back again. Also after a jump-off, 
third went to Mrs. Howard Welch- 
er’s Glendale, of North Bergen, 
ridden by Mr. McLaughlin; fourth, 
Sligo, Melfago Stables, Great Neck, 
L. I. Rain and mud py late after- 
noon Saturday floated an open class 
out until first thing the next day, 
which found Galaxy still in form for 
the win, with second to Miss Blanche 
Krupnick’s Liberty Belle; third; 
Sligo; and fourth, Mr. Messner’s 
Folly, ridden as always by Ed Bar- 
ney, of Montclair. 


Amateur jumpers, which went to 
4 feet, was taken by G. Baker Sch- 
roeder, Jr.’s Watchung’s Royal 
Sandy, of Summit: second to Fast 
Time; third, My. Folly; and fourth, 
Mr. Gibbons’ Golden Picture, rid- 
den by Miss Corcoran. The children 
had their session to themselves a 
couple of classes later and it was 
taken by Sergean*, William B. Hol- 
sey, Jersey City; second to My*Folly; 
third, Skipper Schroeder’s Sandy; 
and fourth, Barbara Jean Fyfe’s Hi- 
Ted of Plainfield.

A brash young fox provided the 
Pickering Hunt with one of the best 
runs of this or any other cubbing 
season, on Saturday, September 
22nd. Hounds found at 7:55 and 
marked an earth more than four 
miles distant an hour and forty-five 
minutes later. 

It was as fine a September hunt- 
ing day as anyone in the Field could 
remember. The air was so clear that 
from the hilltops new mountains 
were discovered on the horizon be 
yond Phoenixville and there was a 
fresh invigorating October tang in 
the atmosphere. Those who hacked 
to the Meet were lighted by the bril- 
liance of a full moon which reluci- 
antly yielded to the crimson fire of 
sunrise blazing against a _ back- 
ground of fleeting banners of clouds 
and a sky of aquamarine. 

The hunt met at the Kennels at 
7:00 A. M. Besides the Master, Mr. 
William J. Clothier, there assem- 
bled:Mmes. Beaner and  Yarnall, 
Captain B. C. Betner, Jr., Mr. Sam 
McCreery, Dr. Hubley R. Owen ana 
the honorary secretary. 

The Park Woods, Porter’s Hol- 
low and the Porter cornfield were 
blank today. Then Eddie Mooney, 
the huntsman, swung into the honey- 
suckle and sumach at the back of 
the Rivinus property. Hounds were 
in an uproar nearly at once and hav- 
ing dashed down the hill through 
the woods, carried the line across 
the dirt road through the dairy hol- 
low and into the woods beyond the 
Clothier stables. During this maneu- 
ver the Field—preceded by its 
huntsman and M. F. H.—arrived at 
the road in time to see the pack 
cross the stream in the meadow. 
Without waiting to slip a rail, our 
huntsman attempted to jump the 
full fence from the road with the 
meagre take-off which conditions 
provided, but Rockland Lad felt this 
was asking too much, so, with a 
last-minute lightning decision char- 
acteristic of the thoroughbred, de- 
cided to permit our huntsman to pro- 
ceed over the fence without him. 
While this frolic was taking place, 
our M. F. H. slipped a rail and 
closely followed hounds with part 
of the Field in full pursuit. So rap- 
idly did hounds disappear that our 
huntsman—together with the more 
polite and solicitous of our Field— 
were not again able to catch up with 
hounds. On the far hill beyond 
Piney Creek near the Packard 


Estate the pack turned sharply left- 
handed and streamed across. the 
Clothier dairy pasture, with the dim- 
inished Field taking a nice line of 
fences close behind; back into the 
Rivinus’ woods. Closely packed and 
in full ery the hounds emerged from 
the woods and were viewed pouring 
across the open fields beyond and 
then disappearing into the corner otf 
the woods which covers the great 
bulk of Diamond Rock Hill. Usuai- 
ly Diamond Rock means sanctuary 
for the hunted fox sincethe going 
is dense and rocky and heavy with 
a confusion of scents, but today our 
youngster was well warmed up and 
hounds pressed him hard straight 
along the north slope of the hill, its 
full length; thence down into the 
narrow valley of Valley Creek, across 
the creek, across the hard _ road, 
(Route 83), and into the thickets 
of Observatory Hill in Valley Forge 
Park. 

The Field, which now consisted of 
the Master, Captain Betner and the 
secretary, crossed the old Covered 
Bridge on to Route 83 just twenty- 
five minutes after hounds had first 
spoken on the line. Shortly after 
reaching the macadam the clamor ot 
hounds echoing in the narrow var- 
ley rose to thunder pitch and about 
a furlong away a very tired looking 
cub appeared loping straight toward 
the Field and closely followed by a 
procession consisting of the eager 
pack and half a dozen impatient 
motorists. He was only twenty-five 
yards away before he _ recognized 
danger ahead and scrambled up the 
bank into the thickets on the hill- 
side. At this point steep banks drop 
perpendicularly to the road and the 
only access to the hill was by way 
of a stone stairway sharply angled 
to the left in the middle and firmly 
marked in ‘heavy iron ‘For Pede- 
strians.’”” Somehow, under consider- 
able urging, horses managed to clam- 
ber up this rocky ladder and reach 
the footpath above but hounds were 
presently heard to be completing a 
circle and it was thought might 
cross the creek on a return journey, 
so, like the King of Spain, the Field 
climbed right down again. 


Hounds had been pressing this fox 
hard from the beginning and it is 
extremely doubtful whether’ he 
could have escaped now had it not 
been for the timely arrival of a 
fresh fox driven to the covert by the 
Quigley brothers’, (farmers’) pack. 
The two packs merged, then split, 
first on two, and then, eventually, 
on the lines of three foxes as the 
hillside between the observatory 
tower and Washington’s Headquar- 
ters resounded to the tumult of 
many scattered tongues whilst their 
followers, now more orthodox, moy- 





ed sedately along a way conspicu- 
ously labeled ‘‘Bridle Path.” 

Finally, after nearly an hour of 
confused and disorganized music in 
the heavy undergrowth on the hill- 
side, six of the Pickering hounds 
broke their fox into the open and 
pursued him at moderate pace for 
about a mile and a half over the 
wide grasslands of the Park to an 
ancient overgrown quarry north of 
the World War I Memorial Arch 
where he was marked to earth. 

“Well!” said the Master on the 
way home as the mare Everready 
arched in a wide circle around a 
particularly terrifying cluster of 
postage stamps .masquerading as 
flags stirred by the breeze, “I can 
see that to hunt the Park success- 
fully we’ll have to school our horses 
on stepladders and to a more pat- 
riotic and dignified demeanor in the 
presence of the American flag!”’

Saturday September 29th: 

The temperature was 75 degrees 
and a warm south wind blowing. We 
drew north from the kennels and 
all of the Salem Center section. The 
hounds and riders seemed listless 
when we crossed the concrete road 
towards Peach Lake and heard 2 of 
the old reliable hounds working an 
old line just back of us. We quickly 
put the rest of the pack on with this

Sunday, September 30th: 

Hounds moved off from Rock 
Ridge Farm at 7 o’clock and found 
a fox in Van Gal’s swamp and while 
this was a nice snappy morning, this 
fox did not feel like being disturbed 
on a Sunday morning and ran over 
Rick Ridge Farm, and marked in an 


‘open field on Christopher Meldrum’s 


farm. Hounds came in at 10 o’clock. 


Tuesday, October 2nd: 

We met at Fred Tompkin’s Hill- 
top Farm at 7 A. M. with 15 couple 
hounds. After drawing all the near- 
by covers blank, we found a fox 


deep in Pfeffer’s big Peach Lake 
swamp, and after circling same head- 
ed south over K. M. T. Ryder’s Syca- 
more Farm, crossed Charles Nichol’s 
corn field, crossing Star Ridge Road 
west over to Turk Hill just stream- 
ing over Star Ridge and recrossing 
the road into Peach Lake and then 
settled down to circling the big 
Peach Lake swamp; when we got a 
chance to pick them up at the edge 
of the swamp we called it a very 
good day. 


Thursday, October 4th: 

The meet was at “Dongle Ridge’, 
Mrs, Duncan Bulkley’s farm, one of 
our most popular ‘‘meets.’’ A very 
heavy frost made the countryside 
look like snow; the temperature be- 
ing 20 degrees. We found in less 
than five minutes after moving off 
and this proved the day of the sea- 
son to date. We viewed 4 nice rea 
foxes during the morning and while 
the pack split a few times, it was 
one of the hunts you speak of as the 
season comes to a close. This fox 
ran over Mr. Earl Ross’ farm, 8 
Bells Farm, through Merry’s Woods 
and over the Ridgebury, Conn., dis- 
trict. 


Opening Meet, Saturday, October 6: 

The opening meet of the Goldens 
Bridge Hounds on Saturday, October 
6th, was a brilliant event. Contri- 
buting factors in making it a success 
even beyond expectations were the 
heady thrill of a first formal hunt 
since war, the eagerness of riders 
and mounts alike, and a wholeheart- 
ed interest on the part of visitors, 
farmers and landowners. At the 
break of a slightly grey dawn came 
faint stirrings through the country- 
side that rapidly developed into in- 
tensely excited activity. Horse vans 
lumbered over the land to the meet- 
ing grounds on the property of R. 
Laurence Parish, the M. F. H. Parti- 
cipants foregathered exuberantly, 
the first Goldens Bridge member to 
put in appearance being Mr. William 
H. Browning, 2nd., recently returned 
from service in Italy. 


The Master and Mrs. Parish were 
on hand early to greet the members 
and guests. The unusually large field 
of 73 riders were formally attired. 
the men in hunting pink, the ladies 
in their beautifully tailored black 
Melton habits with distinctive col- 
lars; the horses were magnificently 
turned out, groomed to. shining 
sleekness, manes impeccably braided. 
Laurence Parish was up on his fav- 
orite mount, Corrigan, Marion Par- 
ish, chic in immaculate side-saddle 
habit, on Glory Hill. Field Masters 
“Buck” Ewing and “Dan” McKeon 
assisted in assembling the riders, 
who included a group of the Fair- 
field County Hunt with Chester La- 
Roche, the Master, and representa- 
tives of the Fairfield and Westches- 
ter Hounds with Mr. and Mrs. Rod- 
ney Waterman.

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8:10 A. M. and the field moved off 
for the first jump. 

The parade of cars to posts of 
vantage along the roads followed the 
hunt with zest, there “hill-topping”’ 
spectators being rewarded with 
numerous fine views. At one point 
the chase ran along the crest of a 
hill, the galloping riders spectacular- 
ly outlined against the sky, their 
scarlet coats a vivid note in the blue- 
grey-green background; at another, 
onlookers caught a thrilling glimpse 
of a double right-angled jump; and 
again, at a slight check, the field 
was aligned from the Master’s stand 
beneath an arched tree limb along 
a brook through verdant prush Hon- 
orary Secretary Frederic P. Warfield 
and Member ‘Dick’? Bondy, reluc- 
tantly taking this first hunt on foot, 
were repeatedly hailed by riders 
along the way. No one was more 
keenly observant than BE. B. Stewart, 
from Chicago, Ill., guest of Leroy 
van Bomel, poth of whom will short- 
ly be in Aberdeen, S. D., for the 
pheasant shooting. 

At the conclusion of the hunt, the 
field repaired to the huge tent and 
joined the farmers and landowners 
for the Breakfast. Here the several 
hundred in attendance were served 
a hearty repast at long tables and 
over the coffee cups spectators and 
riders gaily exchanged notes on the 
events of the’ morning. At long last 
the festivities drew to a close; the 
Goldens Bridge Hounds’ first tradi- 
tional hunt under peacetime regime 
became memorable history.

The Gallant Fox Handicap 
At Jamaica Won By George 
Carroll’s Reply Paid 


Last week in this department of 
The Chronicle the dismal lack of 
class of most of the horses that are 
winning the big-money races during 
the closing weeks of this “regular” 
season was alluded to. We spoke of 
the amazing amounts that were be- 
ing awarded these animals and in- 
timated that neither they nor their 
bloated credits were any particular 
credit to the American turf. 

The pbiggest-moneyest event of 
last Saturday, the now usual stake 
with $50,000 or more added, sacred 
to that day, was the Gallant Fox 
Handicap, run at Jamaica and over 
the testing distance of a mile and 
five furlongs. 

This event was in its seventh run- 
ning, having been inaugurated in 
1939, when it was a $10,000-added 
race, given in honor of Mr. William 
Woodward's great horse of fifteen 
years ago, it being felt that some- 
thing of that kind was worthy of 
being instituted to keep green the 
memory of a real turf Titan. 

But why the race was made just 
another handicap started it off am- 
for Gallant Fox was not 
a handicap horse, but one of our 
greatest classic winners, whose feats 
some of them, still remain unequal- 
ed. If it were desired to do some- 
thing appropriate, in honor of Gal- 
lant Fox, the procedure 
would have been to _ inaugurate 
something very badly needed—to 
wit, an important weight-for-age 
stake, in keeping with those which 
he won in such splendid style in his 
three-year-old form, when he @arn- 
ed the gigantic sum of $308,275 
Which still remains the largest 
amount ever won by a race horse in 
a single season, despite the inflated 
returns of the past three years. 

As stated, the Gallant Fox was or- 
iginally endowed with but $10,000 
—and, in its first running, was most 
appropriately carried off by Mr. 
Woodward himself with his six-year- 
old stallion Isolater in commanding 
style. 

The next season it was increased 
to a $15,000-added stake, which ob- 
tained for three seasons. 

Then it began, like so many other

For 1943 it was 
with $25,000 and then, in 1944, 
jumped into the $50,000 bracket, 
when Mr. A. S. Hewitt won it with 
his handsome five-year-old Some 
Chance—which horse, by the way, 
has just emigrated from Virginia to 
Kentucky, and is now located at the 
great Claiborne Stud there, Mr. A. 
B. Hancock having acquired an in- 
terest in him for stud purposes. 
For last Saturday’s renewal of the 
Gallant Fox Handicap there were

loud flourishes and alarums in ad- 
vance, a field of no less than 20 
having been announced as ready to 
the post, including quite a 
cluster of ‘name’ horses—the 
epithet now fashionable for steeds 
that are much in the headlines and 
thus familiar to race-goers but of 
whose class otherwise too many 
questions need not, necessarily, be 
asked. They race as ‘“‘name”’ horses- 
and “name” horses let them remain. 

However when the _ (imitation) 
bugle blew, it had poiled down to 
twelve and much of its ‘‘name”’ con- 
tingent had evaporated in the pro- 
cess. 

At the finish the order was: Re- 
ply Paid, 108 lbs., at 18 to 1, first; 
Trymenow, 113 Ibs., at 25 to 1, sec- 
ond; Olympic Zenith, 116 lbs., at 12 
to 1, third....The favorite, Stymie, 
top weight at 126 lbs., ran unplaced. 
First Fiddle, also allotted 126 Ihs., 
was scratched. 

To give An idea of the class of the 
field for this $50,000 event we have 
compiled the following table of their 
previous starts and wins this season, 
it being as follows:

Now, when a stake with $50,000 
added money is announced, and it 
is confined to no sex, age or class, 
but is literally ‘‘open to the world’’, 
it is the expectation that it will 
attract a field of ‘‘cracks’’ and re- 
sult in a brilliant, preferably record- 
breaking contest. 

3ut what, in this case resulted? 
—just as has been resulting all over 
the map, all the season, in the cases 
of most events of this and similar 
descriptions. 

In a field of twelve there was not 


a single ‘‘top” horse. The nearest 


that description was our old friend 
Stymie, earlier in the year a No. 2 
handicapper, but now, in this season 
of the sere and yellow leaf, in the 
same condition. Had he been the 
Stymie of the early summer, he 
would have smashed up this lot of 
horses like kindling-wood. As it 
was— 

The table shows that collectively 
the field of twelve had started no 
less than 169 times during 1945 
and won just 35—that is to say, on 
the average its members had been 
able to win once in five efforts— 
and two had never been able to win 
at all. 

And they were racing for $50,000 
added money! 

The only really interesting fea- 
ture of the whole side-show is the 
story attached to the winner. That 
does have a patch of color. 

Reply Paid is a _ three-year-old 
gelding by Questionnaire — Lady 
Johren, py Johren, owned by Mrs. 
L. Rabinowitz (at least he races in 
her name) and as lately as October 
3 he had distinguished himself by 
winning the $25,000 New York 
Handicap at Belmont Park, over 2 
1-4 miles, under the negligible 
weight of 105 lbs. Which victory, 
however, was regarded as a fluke, 
it being the contention that Pot 
o’Luck, second, “should have won.” 

He has run in many claiming 
races, especially last season in his 
two-year-old form, and was bought 
out of one last fall by Mrs. Rabino- 
witz’s husband. 

What particularly makes him in- 
teresting, though, is something else. 
He is trained and raced by George 
W. Carroll, at whose instance Rab- 
inowitz bought him, and this is the 
same George W. Carroll that picked 
off the great Market Wise, when a 
despised cast-off from Mrs. Dodge 
Sloane’s stable, and made him one 
of the grandest performers of the 
past decade. 

It is not believed that Reply Paid 
is ‘another Market Wise’’—but Car- 
roll had now ‘‘put him over” to the 
tune of nearly $65,000—his claiming 
price having been $6,000. 

And so another $50,000 stake has 
gone into history—if so it may be 
phrased.

Mrs. Sturgeon’s Silver Run 
Wins Claiming Race At Laurel 
To Defeat Mr. Jones’ Treford 











An estimated 15,000 racing fans 
turned out to see the running or 
the $5,000 added Butler Steeple- 
chase Handicap at Laurel, Md., Fri- 
day, October 12 and they witnessed 
a thrilling event from start to fin- 
ish. 

This is the 2nd running of the 
Butler Steeplechase Handicap, The 
race was named for James Butler, 
Jr., the largest stockholder of the 
Empire City and Laurel tracks, He 
was killed in the hunting field. 

The recent Grand National win- 
ner, Mercator, was made the favor- 
ite, put ran a rather disappointing 
race and finished 4th. Mrs, F. Am- 
prose Clark’s entry of Great Flare, 
Boojum II and Royal Archer was 
the 2nd choice, but returned first 
money to the bettors. 

The field got away to a good start 
and after the 2nd fehce the riders 
had gotten their positions and a 
good race was on. Bill Coffman and 
Mercator cut out the pace, staying 
about 1-2 a length in front of Royal 
Archer. The rest of the field was 
so well bunched and close to the 
leaders that only about 5 lengths 
separated the pacemakers from the 
last horse, and they were all jump- 
ing in stake horse fashion. All but 
Shotlo, which lost his rider, ‘‘Scot- 
tie” Riles, at the 3rd fence when 
his saddle broke. 

The field kept about the same 
position for the first turn but when 
they reached the Clubhouse fence 
for the second time, Mercator had 
had enough of matching strides with 
Bill Coffman and dropped back, 
leaving Bill in front. But by the 
time they reached the 1st fence in 
the pack stretch, Great Flare took 
him on and they fought it out. Bill 
jumped his fences quicker, but Great 
Flare had more speed and stamina, 
so by the time they landed over the 
last fence in the back stretch, Great 
Flare had the lead with T. T. Mott’s 
Floating Isle coming up. 

From here to the wire all eyes 
were on the pair-trying to guess the 
winner. The 151 pounds carried by 
Floating Isle proved to be too much 
for him and Great Flare, assigned 
only 130 by the handicapper, won 
by 2 lengths, Bill Coffman coming 
in 15 lengths farther back and 4 
lengths ahead of Mercator. 

The course was fast and the time 
of 3.54 for the race made it the 
fastest race at the meeting. Freddie 
Kratz rode the winner and was a 
boy and a big grin the rest of the 
day. 

Immediately after the race, the 
crowd saw a grand school by the 
Morris H. Dixon trained Adaptable 
and Chance Bullet.

UNITED HUNTS POSITION 








The United Hunts Racing Association, holding its Autumn Meet- 
ing at Belmont, is scheduling 16 races over its two day tenure and 
is offering $79,500 in purses including the $15,000 Temple Gwathmey 
3 mile steeplechase. Mr. Widener, President of the Belmont Racing 
Association, advised Mr. Waring, President of the United Hunts 
Racing Association, that the proceeds from the Meeting would go to 
the United Hunts as it has done in the past when United Hunts has 
been holding its two day steeplechasing program at Belmont. 

Last week the need for the Racing Associations to support hunt 
meetings for their mutual benefit was reviewed in this department. 
This week one can point to the concrete support that the Belmont 
Racing Association is giving steeplechasing by thus turning over its 
facilities for its two days. What is the result of this type of generos- 
ity on the part of Mr. Widener. 

First of all the United Hunts Meeting is able to run as a non- 
profit organization, devoted to the interests of steeplechasing. 

Secondly the very large purses totaling $79,500 can be offered with- 
out asking any owners for contributions to make up these purses, a 
task which for the hunt meetings must be the responsibility of the few 
men and women sponsoring them who have to dig into their pockets 
and ante up extensive deficits. 

Finally the United Hunts Association is able to offer such con- 
crete assistance to its contemporary hunt meetings as to permit them 
to hold their meetings and offer purses which they would not be able 
to do without this assistance. 

The very excellent financial condition of the Association has been 
the outcome of some careful and judicious expenditures on the part 
of Mr. Waring and his Directors all of whom are well known sup- 
porters of steeplechasing. So well has this guardianship been carried 
out that the United Hunts Meeting will be able to turn over the en- 
tire proceeds of its meeting this year to charity. 

Mr. Waring looks forward to a $25,000 Temple Gwathmey in 
the years to come and he believes that the Association should con- 
sider moving its spring meeting with its high purses from one hunt 
meeting to another in order that each of the meetings may benefit 
by the purses and general affluence that is now the good fortune of 
the United Hunts. 

It is hoped that the United Hunts, situated in the fortunate posi- 
tion of receiving Belmont’s take for two days, will continue to assume 
the guardianship of the hunt meetings. It is a big responsibility and 
there is a lot to do if the United Hunts wants to throw its weight 
wholeheartedly behind the problems of the other hunt meetings. 

Higher purses should be given at the hunt meetings. 

New owners should be encouraged through educational literature, 
advertising and direct promotional work. 

Courses and plants need improving. Mr. Mellon’s Rolling Rock

In short, although the United Hunts Meeting cannot or ma

Pre-War Maguire 


Editor The Chronicle 
I think you may be interested in 
this article which was published in 
the Chicago Sun on the 9th of Octo- 
ber, 1945.

Maguire—they call him Prewar 
Maguire now—is today the most 
famous horse in Great Britain and 
Ireland. He is a big rangy bay with 
a white star on his forehead and a 
white nose and he learned his trade 
of jumping with the Galway Blazers 
in western Ireland; the Blazers hunt 
over stone fences which means that 
if a horse misses there is a tragedy; 
you can’t kick solid stone out of the 
way like you can the top rail of a 
horseshow fence. 

A couple of weeks ago Prewar 
Maguire won the jumping champion- 
ship of Great Britain and Ireland at 
White City near London. He wasn’t 
expected to win it because although 
he was a great jumper before the war 
he had seen some rough utilitarian 
service through hostilities—and Pre- 
war Maguire is a very old horse; to 
be exact, he is 18 and those are 
horse-years. Judged by the tables of 
horse longevity as compared with 
those of man, Prewar Maguire is 
crowding sixty. He was ridden by his 
owner from whom he had been se- 
parated from the beginning of he 
war up until last June when Maj. 
Ned Kindersley came out of the pris- 
oner-of-war camp in which he had 
been held since the German sweep 
across France in the summer of 1940. 
Maj. Kindersley is no wobbling 
young foal, either, having passed 
his 44th birthday. 

I saw the major win with Maguire 
—neither of them being prewar then 
—in 1938 when the horse was 11 
years old, even then getting on. 

Came the war, as the titles used to 
read in the old silent movies, and 
Kindersley went to the Maginot 
Line. Maguire stayed at home on the 
farm, things went from bad to worse 
and the jumper was inducted, first 
for cavalry training—under com- 
pulsory purchase—and, at last, as a 
work-horse. 

A couple of years ago the remount 
authorities decided that Maguire 
was too old, and he was put up for 
sale. Maj. Kindersley’s wife was noti- 
fied, as is the custom, and given first 
chance to buy him back—which she 
did. A hunting woman herself, she 
did what she could to keep the aging 
Maguire in good condition. She 
couldn’t get hold of Gunner Drage, 
who had been Maguire’s personal 
groom, for the simple reason that the 
gunner was also a prisoner of war in 
Germany and for the same reason 
she couldn’t get hold of Col. Ansell, 
who also used to ride Maguire in the 
old days. But with the end of the 
war in Europe all three of Maguire’s 
old friends came home. And they 
went to work on the old warrior. 





Maguire went into the nation 
jumping championship as No, ly 
good-luck omen, for that was hig 
There were 20 horses entered, gy 
before it came Maguire’s tyr ty 
take the turf, three jumpers tron 
the same stable had made Seemingh 
unbeatable records, each of the 
three was less than half Maguire, 
age; the first had only one fault, 
the second one and a half, and the 
third two. It looked like a gy 
sweep for the stable. 

Maguire made his first five jump 
without touching one. He came ty 
the sixth—a five-barred gate—jyy 
a little too fast and took off on the 
wrong foot. Kindersley tried to » 
cover, but it was the old horse hip. 
self who pulled the trick; he twig. 
ed and turned in midair, sweryg 
sideways—and cleared the jump 
faultlessly. Then he took the in-and. 
out, the double jump, the wick 
gate and the triple bar, all clear an 
clean—10 jumps. 

With his prisoner-of-war astride 
him and led into the award enclosun 
by his prisoner-of-war alernate ride 
and his prisoner-of-war groom, oli 
Prewar Maguire received the great 
est ovation of his long life. 

“When my wife wrote me in th 
prison camp that she had bough 
Maguire back,’ said Major Kinde. 
sley, “I never thought we woul 
again win the national championship 
together. The best I looked forwari 
to was riding the old fellow around 
the country roads. He knows mor 
about jumping than any of us folks 
who just think we’re showing hin 
what to do.”

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Background History Of Dante 


Winner Of The English 
And Of His Sire Nearco 


Derby 





Dante, winner of the English Der- 
by in 1945, is being widely acclaim- 
ed as the best horse to be seen in 
England for a long time. A few 
weeks ago his full brother brought 
$118,000.00 and some change at the 
Newmarket sales, the highest price 
ever to be paid for a yearling sold at 
public auction. It is gratifying to 
remember at this point that the 
female ancestry of Dante’s sire, Near- 
co, is more American than anything 
else and irritating to realize that had 
the great grand-dam of Nearco been 
sent from America to England a few 
years later, after the passage of the 
Jersey Act, Dante would be branded 
as a half-bred in England to-day. 
The full story, as told by the inimi- 
table “Salvator”, appears in a recent 
issue of the Maryland Horse, from 
which we reprint the following ex- 
cerpts: 

Dante is by Nearco, the unbeaten 
Italian-bred colt that was imported 
into England a few seasons ago by 
“Martin Benson” the “leviathan” 
book-maker of London, Newmarket, 
etc., etc., who paid for him a sum 
then given as approximately $300,- 
000—he is now understood to be- 
long to a syndicate with Benson at 
its head which took him over at an 
advance of his import price. 


Nearco was bred by Italy’s lead- 
ing breeder, Sig. Federico Tesio and 
foaled in 1935, hence is now ten 
years old. As a two-year-old he ran 
and won seven important stake 
events after which he went on to run 
and win six others at three, these in- 
cluding the principal Italian “‘classic’’ 
events. He was then shipped to Paris 
and there he won the Grand Prix, 
defeating the pick of the French 
and English three-year-olds, and 
was bought by Benson shortly after- 
ward and placed in the stud in Eng- 
land, where he has scored an un- 
qualified success as the sire of 
Dante and numerous other brilliant 
two-and three-year-olds. 

The foreign elements in the pedi- 
gree of Nearco have been dwelt upon 
in the article by John Beamish in 
the September issue of the Maryland 
Horse. What he omitted to mention 
is the fact that his great-grandam, 
Sibola, was bred in America; and 
not only that—his female line back 
of her for over 100 years! 

Sibola, foaled 1896, was bred by 
the late Pierre Lorillard at his fam- 
Ous Rancocas Farm, Jobstown, N. J., 
and was taken to England as a year- 
ling to race, where she distinguished 
herself by winning the classic 1,000 
Guineas as a three-year-old in 1899. 
She never returned to this country 


but was put to preeding there and 
in 1910. produced the bay filly Cat- 
nip, by Spearmint the Derby winner 
of 1906—he, by the way, being a 
son of the renowned Australian race 
horse and progenitor Carbine, which 
gives still another International 
twist to the pedigree, not noted by 
Mr. Beamish. 

Catnip was sold for a small sum 
to Sig. Tesio, who took her to Italy, 
where she proved an excellent pro- 
ducer of stake and other winners. 
Her foal of 1928 was the brown filly 
Nogara, by Rabelais, and she pro- 
duced Nearco in 1935 as aforesaid. 

Here is the chain of American- 
bred dams of Sibola, the great- 
grandam of Nearco, the sire of 
Dante and of his own brother, the 
yearling that sold for $117,600 on 
September 12 last at Newmarket: 

Sibola (1896), by The ° Sailor 
Prince. 

Saluda (1883), by Mortemer. 

Perfection (1875), by Leamington. 
Maiden (1862), by Lexington. 
Kitty Clark (1853), by Glencoe. 
Miss Obstinate (1829), by Sump- 

ter. 

.Jenny Slamerkin (1823), by Tiger. 
Hannah Harris (1807, by Buzzara. 
Indiana (1802), by Columbus. 
Jane Hunt (1796), by Paragon. 
Moll (17—), by Figure.

Cub Mare (1762), by Cub. 

As will be seen, the tap-root of the 
pedigree, in America, was that im- 
mortal matron the Cub Mare, import- 
ed in 1765 by James De Lancey, of 
New York and that has been humor- 
ously but justly called“‘the grand- 
mother of the American Stud Book” 
as she is the ancestress of more 
great stake winners, sires and dams 
of them, in the direct female line, 
than any of the other foundation 
mares in that great work. 

The vast majority of the famous 
descendants of the Cub Mare trace 
to her through her daughter Slam- 
erkin, that was bred by De Lancey 
but became a brood mare in the 
famous stud of Daniel Hunt, in New 
Jersey, of Colonial, Revolutionary 
and early U. S. A. times. In that 
stud her daughter, Moll, and grand, 
daughter, Jane Hunt, were also 
bred. Jane Hunt went to Kentucky, 
to the stud of John Harris, of 
Franklin County, who bred from her 
Indiana, the next link in the chain, 
also the next three generations of 
mares, Hannah Harris, Jenny Slam- 
erkin and Miss Obstinate. The last- 
named mare passed to Charles Bu- 
ford, of the famous Kentucky Bu- 
ford family of breeders and racing 





men, who in turn bred from her 
Kitty Clark. 

Kitty Clark joined the broodmars 
band at Woodburn Farm, Spring 
Station, Ky., being pought by R. a. 
Alexander for the express purpose 
of mating her with Lexington, which 
cross proved very’ successful and 
produced a number of notable foals, 
especially Maiden, a fine race mare 
and the dam of the _ ever-famous 








gelding parole, etc., etc. Maiden was 
one of the matrons in the celebrated 
Erdenheim Stud of Aristides Welch, 
in the suburbs of Philadelphia, now 
owned by Mr. Geo. D. Widener and 
there, to the cover of Leamington 
produced not only Parole but other 
memorable foals, amongt them Per- 
fection. Pierre Lorillard pought Per- 
fection, a very fast filly, that he

rotation of corn, wheat and mixea 
hay. Some corn is fed as ensilage. 

The farm carries fifty grade. beef 
Shorthorn cows, of excellent type, 
which are bred to Polled Shorthorn 
bulls. Their calves are sold at 16 to 
18 months when they will weigh be- 
tween 900 and 1000 pounds. They 
are raised almost entirely on grass 
and roughage, with corn fed for the 
last ninety days. 

There are 12 Spotted Poland China 
brood sows which are bred to farrow 
in March and October. The pigs are 
sold at 200 pounds and are allowed 
to hog down about 15 acres of wheat 
and 15 acres of corn on their way to 
market. 80 grade ewes and 300 lay- 
ing hens comalete the farm popula- 
tion. Three men do the work. 

Mr. Trenary is a regular follower 
of the Blue Ridge and Rock Hill 
hounds and always has a good hunt- 
er in the barn and some promising 
youngsters at grass. Of several brood- 
mares he has owned, by all means 
the pest is his grey mare by Gordon 
Russell, considered by many people 
the best stallion the Remount Ser- 
vice has ever owned. Gordon Russell 
was an iron horse who campaigned 
season after season, supporting the 
one horse stable of his owner-trainer 
and the whole family to boot. Sold 
to the Remount, he was not highly 
thought of and stood in several dif- 
ferent places until one day when the 
commanding officer at Fort Riley 
began checking up on the breeding 
of the horses on the Olympic squad. 
It turned out that a large proportion 
were by Gordon Russell, all the more 
remarkable since the team was as- 
sembled from all over the United 
States. From then on the horse was 
used as a Depot stallion until he 
died. 

The dam of the Trenary mare 
was a light farm mare that showed 
good breeding, but never had a ped!- 
gree. Certainly the appearance and 
producing record of the Trenary 
mare would indicate that she is con- 
siderably better than half-bred. Day 
in and day out she does her share 
of the farm work, keeping up with 
the Percheron horses when it comes 
to pulling and walking away from 
them on a hot day. Of the many 
foals she has produced, two parti- 
cularly stand out, both of which are 
now the property of William A. 
Phillips of Middleburg, Va., one of 
the principal supporters of the 
Orange County Hunt. Mr. Phillips 
is generally considered to have one 
of the strongest stables of hunters 
in Virginia and the mere fact that 
these horses are to be found in his 


barn is a pretty good recommenda- 
tion in itself.

She is a grand hunter type, 
about 16 hands two inches, and has 
really proved her ability to jump and 
stay with one of the fastest packs 
of hounds in the country.

finely bred pony-small, wide be- 
tween the eyes and a tapering muz- 
zle and small ears. He is a restless 
fellow and, decidedly had more im- 
portant business to attend to beside 
standing around while we talked. 
So we let him loose and went to 
see Pilate who was in his open stall 
with a webbing across the front. He 
stands, his head high and his ears 
up, stands for minutes at a time ana 
looks towards the mountains until 
one wonders what he sees with those 
light far-seeing eyes. The “look or 
eagles” he has and a great deal of 
charm and personality. He came 
out of his stall and posed for us 
while we admired. He is a little 
horse, 15.3 hands with a slight dip 
in his back (due to his 17 years) and 
a coat of many colors-black spots 
and patches in a dark chestnut hide 
sprinkled with white hairs. His neck 
is arched, his head small, his hina 


legs very straight, and his feet in 
perfect condition. None of the stal- 
lions at Montana Halli have shoes 
and their feet are all good. 

We saw the 4-year-old Maxim, 
also a chestnut, by Boojum—Motto, 
by *Sir Gallahad III, standing 16.1 
and weighing 1375 pounds. C, V. 
Whitney has a half interest in him.

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Veterinaries’ Functions 
In Testing Soundness 
Need Clear Definition 


By “Hark Forrard” 

Some years ago the writer of this 
column stood in a stable yard which 
contained, beside himself, three men, 
a girl and a horse. One of the men 
held the latter, while the other two, 
Owner and veterinary respectively, 
looked him over. So also did the girr, 
a prospective purchaser. She had 
driven several hundred miles and 
looked at some two score hunters to 
find one that suited. both her taste 
and her pocket book. Here at last 
was a horse that was everything she 
wanted and now the veterinary was 
to pass on his soundness. The horse 
had been gone over with a fine tooth- 
ed comb, had been galloped for his 
wind and had his eyes examined 
with an opthalmoscope. ‘Well’, 
said Dr. X, ‘“‘the horse is unquestion- 
ably sound to-day, but I am inclin- 
ed to think that his pasterns are too 
straight to stand hard hunting’’. 

Dr. X, at this point, was giving an 
opinion not as to present facts, but 
as to future possibilities; actually 
he was, like the soothsayers, at- 
tempting to prophesy. His verdict 
satisfied neither the seller nor the 
buyer. The latter was anxious to 
buy and felt sure in her own mind 
that the horse was what she wanted. 
On the other hand it seemed foolish 
to employ a man to give his opinion 
and then not follow it. However, she 
decided to take the plunge, took the 
horse home-and hunted him for nine 
seasons! 

What is the proper function of 
the veterinary under such circum- 
stances? The answer must depend, 
of course, on what he is asked to do. 
If the buyer asks him to give a 
guess as to what the horse may be 
in the future, that is certainly the 
buyer’s priviledge and there can be 
no criticism of the man who uses 
his pest judgment in answering the 
question. If, on the other hand, the 
buyer asks merely for a certificate 
of soundness, is the veterinary 
justified in going further and volun- 
teering his opinion as to the horse’s 
future? In this case the answer 
would seem to be no. 

Another consideration is what the 
buyer purports to sell, Remember 
that in the horse business a rejected 
horse is a depreciated horse. The sel- 
ler must protect himself against 
having a horse turned down, if he ts 
to maintain his value. For example 
the seller should insist that the vet- 
erinary’s examination be made at 
the seller’s stable. If made after the 
horse has reached the buyer’s, there 
is always the possibility that he may 
be turned down for something that 
has happened since he left the sel- 
ler’s. 








If a horse is purchased as a show 
horse, he must be sound and un- 
blemished in every respect and he 
should be sold and examined as such. 
If on the other hand, he is purchased 
as a hunter only, the seller need 
only sell him as hunting sound— 
why cover more territory than the 
situation requires? Many veterinarys 
will pass a horse as hunting sound 
readily enough, but will almost in- 
variably discover some minor defect, 
one which would not be objected to 
even in the show ring, on the basis 
of which they will refuse a certifi- 
cate of soundness. 

Another thing to remember is that 
a veterinary is operating at a_ dis- 
advantage as compared with the sel- 
ler who has had a chance to observe 
a horse over a long period of time, 
in many cases for the horse’s whole 
life. Most members of the profession 
are capable and conscientious men 
who do their very best to protect 
the interests of their clients. In pass- 
ing on a horse they are called upon 
to give in a few minutes a complete 
picture of a horse’s abilities, present 
and future. Obviously it can’t be 
done—not even the man who has 
bred, broken and schooled the horse 
can do that. Under the circumstances 
is it any wonder that the veterinary 
should take a pessimistic view, to 
protect himself as well as his client? 

There are some things that a veter- 
inary, in the course of a brief ex- 
amination, may b- able to discover 
about a horse which his owner has 
failed to observe over a long period 
of time, but they are few and far 
between. When you buy a _ horse, 
rely on the veterinary by all means, 
but. remember that the word of a 
reputable dealer or breeder is the 
most important and reliable guide 
there is. And if you ask a veterin- 
ary, he will tell you the same thing. 

Just exactly what is a sound 
horse is well established in England 
where horses are usually sold with 
a warranty and the courts have de- 
cided a series of cases which leave 
no doubt on the subject. We have 
almost no such cases in this coun- 
try, however. Curbs, jacks, spavins, 
thoroughpins certainly constitute 
unsoundness. Some kinds of splints 
are blemishes, others unsoundness. 
Rough hocks, straight pasterns 
and narrow heels are borderline 
eases. The point is that neither the 
courts nor the veterinary profession 
in this country are unanimous as to 
what constitutes a sound horse. If 
a horse suits you after a thorough 
trial under saddle, this is your best 


certificate.

vise, and so gave to each such in- 
dividual care that they knew their 
every peculiarity, and noted every 












pound of flesh and every bit of mus- 
cle they put on. Men like John Por- 
ter and the late William I’Anson had 
every year big strings of horses, the 
latter winning more races on the 
flat than any trainer alive or dead. 
This too, despite the very severe 
preparation he used to give them. 
I am touching upon this oft-debat- 
ed subject because I have been ask- 
ed if I could give statistics as to the 
number of horses John Scott had at 
Whitewall, Malton, a century ago, 
when he was turning out his long 
list of Derby, Oaks, Leger and 
Guineas winners. The query gave me 
some research, but I discovered the 
required information in a letter from 
.a friend of Scott’s, who visited him 
in June 1847, shortly after the great 
trainer had laid down the two miles 
tan gallop on Langton Wold, so that 
horses could do strong work there 
when the ground was baked in sums 
mer, or frozen hard in winter, The 
visitor to Whitewall recorded that 
at that time Scott had 127 horses tn 
training and that ‘120 stable-lads sat 
down to their noon-day meal at one 
long table’’. In addition to these 
there would be the married men, so 
that it would seem ‘“‘The Wizard of 
the North,” (as Scott was known), 
must have had a lad to every horse. 
Nowadays the general rule is for a 
lad to “do”? two horses. Wages were 
then infintesimal compared with 
those of today, and training fees 
were much smaller. There was a wild 
suggestion recently that trainers 
should employ only men of high in- 
tellect and long experience to look 
after racehorses, and that they 
should pay them £500 a year each. 
Such a plan would mean that it 
would cost owners over £10 a week 
‘for training fees for every horse 
they had in a public stable, and, on 
top of that would be entry ana 
jockey fees, and travelling expenses 
to meetings, which would work out 
at about £20 every time a horse runs 
at any distance from the training 
quarters, All this would make “own- 
ing”’ prohibitive to any but few men, 
and would necessiate stakes being 
much increased to make it worth 
while to compete for them.

In Oldham County

A county institution to local re- 
sidents, the Oldham County Fair, 
Skylight, Kentucky held on Satur- 
day, 22 September 1945, included a 
number of hunter classes. This event 
which prings out residents from a 
radius of some 25 miles in one of 
Kentucky’s loveliest and _ richest 
farming areas was first organized 
by the late Wood Axton in 1933 and 
later reorganized by Lowry Watkins, 
M. F. H. Oldham County Hounds, 
and proprietor of ‘Frogs Jump 
Farm” Skylight, Ky., where he main- 
tains kennels for hounds and stables 
for his chaser-hunters. 

Mr. Watkins took a leading part 
in the hunter winnings for the day, 
starting off with his *Lawbreaker 
winning the blue in the hunter 
models. This son of Hurry On, for- 
merly a timber horse from Mont- 
pelier, was acquired at public auc- 
tion at Saratoga a number of years 
back, *Lawbreaker carries the Mas- 
ter of Oldham County Hounds regu- 
larly in the field. 

Two well known former steeple- 
chasers took ribbons in this event, 
when Philip Weissinger, M. B. H. 
Clear Creek Beagles, adjudged Rock- 
mayne, owned by Capt. Dinwiddie 
Lampton, and Mr. Watkins’ *Fatal 
Interview the 2nd and 3rd _ best 
models. Rockmayne is well known in 
the east, a former show horse of 
Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh’s Springs- 
bury Stable, later one of Montpelier’s 
chasers, and more recently two time 
winner of the Nashville Tenn., Iro- 


was ridden by Mr. Lampton in his 
first Iroquis win and the 2nd time 
had Mr. Watkins up. *Fatal Inter- 
view once sported the colors of Rich- 
ard K. Mellon, M. F. H. when train- 
ed by James E. Ryan. 

Rockmayne later won the gentle- 
man’s hunter and open _ hunters, 
class, when on successive occasions, 
with Capt. Lampton up, he bested 
Judge Roscoe Dalton’s The Colonel 
and Mrs. Lowry Watkins The Duch- 
ess of Skylight, placed in this order 
in both events. Mrs. Watkins was 
assisting the judge this day. Mr. 
Watkins did the riding, and Judge 
Dalton was an owner up. 

Baylor Hickman’s daughters, (he 
who is training his string of horses 
at Garden City and Maryland tracks 
this season), were conspicuous win- 
ners during the day. Miss Helen 
Hickman won the ladies’ hunters on 
Crispin, when her sister Miss Pax- 
ton took the red with her Retreat. 
Mrs. Ruth Hardin, riding her Star 
Play, took 3rd. 

The Fair, held on Ed _  Axton’s 
thoroughbred farm, provided a field 
day for old and young alike. Despite 
a downpour at noon time, a large 
crowd turned out, witnessing saddle 
horses events, cattle judging, and 
visiting the ‘“‘midway”’ complete with 
4-H poultry and agriculture exhibi- 
bits, swinging” chairs, games of 
chance and shooting galleries.
